Menace to Garden Patches Does 
Not Spread Beyond Quaran­ 
tine Area Says Report.

Harrisburg.— Potato 
wart, 
which 
menaced garden potato patches in cer­ 
tain sections of eleven counties, ap­ 
parently has not spread, this year, be­ 
yond the 
quarantine 
area, a survey 
conducted 
by the state 
bureau of 
plant industry shtw s. 
During 
the 
several years the bureau has waged 
war against the w aft, the disease has 
been found in 813 
gardens 
in 
58 
towns and villages in Armstrong, Bed­ 
ford, Cambria, Carbon, Centre, Clear­ 
field, 
Fulton, 
Huntingdon, 
Lacka­ 
wanna, Luzerne and Schuylkill coun­ 
ties. 
The 
survey included 
737 gardens 
having potato plantings. 
Of these 
454 were planted with potatoes sus­ 
ceptible to the wart, but a careful in­ 
spection failed to reveal a single case 
of the disease. 
W. A. McCubbin, 
of 
the 
bureau, 
comm enting on the survey said an 
“extra effort was made this season to 
determine conclusively if the disease 
did actually exist outside the quaran­ 
tine area. 
The results of the quaran­ 
tine against potato wart give each 
year a brighter hope that this bug­ 
bear of the potato industry m ay be 
starved out of existence by the con­ 
tinuous planting of imrnuned varieties. 
If all the wart infections are known 
and immune varieties are planted in 
such places, there is good reason to 
think that in the course of years the 
wart organism s will die out for want 
of som ething to 
live on. 
On 
the 
other hand, if there ate places where 
wart is still 
being 
perpetuated, the 
time of complete eradication will be 
extended many years, 
if not 
post­ 
poned indefinitely, 
for^such places 
keep the organism s alive and act as 
a constant source of spread.’*

CURIOUS CUSTOMS 
MARK CHRISTMAS 


Santa Born in Fourth Century, 
But Festival Dates Back to 
Pagan Days; Carols Are 
Ancient. 


The approach of Christmas brings 
to mind the many curious and quaint 
customs and usages which have be­ 
come associated with the Holy Day 
since the dawn of the Christmas era. 
When the first Christmas card or 
gift arrives it brings with it the up- 
to-date interpretation of the bestow­ 
ing of benefits and happiness, for the 
practice was first instituted'in Serbia 
about the year 800 A. D. Here it was 
customary to hold on the eve of 
Christmas 
what 
was 
known 
as 
“Strewing Evening," when the mis­ 
tress of the 
house would 
gather 
bundles of straw and grain, strewing 
these about the home for the children 
to pick up, the remnants being used 
in decoration of the household shrine. 
Another phase of 
strewing was ob­ 
served in Mexico, with the slight 
modification that the 
bundles were 
generally tied to the houses. 
The 
festival originated 
in pagan days 
with the 
asking of 
the 
spirits a 
blessing on grain and harvests for the 
coming year. 
The custom, still ob­ 
served in parts of France of strew­ 
ing grain in great bowls of water, 
dates from about the same time. 
Although the strewing of grain aa j 
a symbol of the wishing of happiness 
and 
prosperity 
was 
the 
common 
vogue for many centuries, the Christ­ 
mas card, as known today, originated 
as late as 1860, the earliest recorded 
having been designed in 1846 by J. 
C. Horsley, R. A. 
Santa Claus Very Old 
Santa Claus, who to children is the 
main reason for Christmas, is a ir.ythi- i 
cal gentleman of great antiquity, and 
in all probability had his origin in St. 
Nicholas, who was born in Germany in 
the fourth century. 
He it was that 
instituted the practice of filling stock­ 
ings with gifts and goodies, and he is 
also said to have dowered three por- * 
tionless old maids with three bags of 
gold, thus rescuing them from distress i 
and sorrow. 
In Holland, where the festival is 
celebrated oh December 19, it is cus­ 
tomary for children to visit about the 
villages and personally convey t.hpir 
good wishes. 
At night their little 
sabots are left outside the bedroom 
door in expectation of the visit of St. 
Nicholas, but the excitement of search 
is added to the expectation 
of the 
gift, since these are usually hidden 
about the house.
